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Secret severance 
uproar prompts 
disclosure policy 


Calling Don Scott. 

Premier Redford 
directs assoc, minister 
of accountability to put 
the new policy in place 


Premier Alison Redford, fa¬ 
cing escalating criticism over 
her office’s refiisal to say how 
much severance was paid to 
Redford’s former chief of staff, 
ordered an about-face Thurs- 
day. 

In a news release, Redford 
said she has directed Don Scott, 
the associate minister of ac¬ 
countability, transparency and 
transformation, “to put a pohcy 
in place that expands the pro¬ 
active disclosure of salaiy and 
severance information for sen¬ 
ior government employees.” 

Ihe policy would be retro¬ 
active to the time Redford’s cur¬ 


rent government was sworn in 
after the last provincial election 
in April 2012. 

Redford said she wants 
Scott’s work to be completed 
by the end of the year. 

The new disclosure policy’s 
time frame would include the 
severance payout to Redford’s 
former chief of staff, Stephen 
Carter. 

Redford’s announcement 
came a day after Global TV re¬ 
ported that bureaucrats in her 
oflBce were defying a direction 
from Alberta’s privacy com¬ 
missioner to reveal how much 
Carter was paid when he left 
Redford’s office in the spring 
of2012. 

Carter left at that time to 
provide strategy and advice to 
Redford’s Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party in the election cam¬ 
paign. 

He was also Redford’s 
campaign manager when she 
engineered her miracle come- 


ffom-behind win at the PC 
leadership contest in 2011. 

Global TV had made the ap- 
phcation under freedom of in¬ 
formation legislation. 

Early Thursday afternoon, 
Redford told reporters in 
Medicine Hat that because the 
request was made under ffee- 
dom-of-information rules, she 
has no control over the process. 

She said those decisions 
must be made by civil servants 
alone without pohtical interfer¬ 
ence. 

“It’s not for me to step in to 
release a document or to not re¬ 
lease a document,” she said. 

However, hours later Red¬ 
ford issued the news release 
saying that while she wiU con¬ 
tinue to respect the ffeedom- 
of-information process, Scott 
will move on a separate track 
to see if more pubhc informa¬ 
tion on pay and severance can 
be released.

Edmonton police 
say missing sex 
offender found 
in the States 

Edmonton police say a vio¬ 
lent, high-risk sex offender 
who has been missing for 
more than a week has been 
located in the U.S., but he 
can’t be arrested because 
he’s not wanted on any 
charges there. 

Edmonton Det. Chris 
Hayduk said U.S. border 
officials were warned 
that Michael Sean Stanley 
might tiy to cross into 
their countiy, but Stanley 
still managed to make it 
through at Blaine, Wash., 
south of Vancouver, on 
Monday night. 

“We have no authority 
to go get him,” Hayduk said. 

“We are investigating 
his crossing, taking a look 
at the details of his cross¬ 
ing, into the United States 
... For us, it would have 
been the best outcome to 
have caught him prior to 
that, so for him to be in 
the States is a concern that 
those agencies are going to 
follow up for sure.” 

The Washington-based 
spokesman for the U.S. 
Department of Homeland 
Security was not returning 
messages because of the 
federal government shut- 
dovm. 

Hayduk said the 
shutdovm hasn’t had any 
effect on his abihty to get 
in touch with authorities 
in the U.S. 

Stanley has a long 
history of sexual offences 
against women and chil¬ 
dren and has been missing 
since Oct. 1 when the elec¬ 
tronic monitoring bracelet 
he was wearing was cut 
off and found in Lloyd- 
minster, on the Alberta- 
Saskatchewan boundaiy.

In the last city-sponsored 
mayoral forum, all of the ma¬ 
jor candidates attempted to 
frame themselves as the only 
real choice for Edmonton’s 
future.

asked about their opponents’ 
weaknesses.

She also promised to make 
sure the rest of the countiy 


and the world would notice 
the good things going on in 
Edmonton. 

“I will be a promoter for 
us, a promoter for us as the 
capital city of this province,” 
said Leibovici. 

Iveson focused less on why 
he should be mayor and more 
on his plans to unite the 
capital region if he becomes 
mayor. 

“We will speak with a 
united voice,” he said. “We 
are competing with hundreds 
of medium-sized cities. It’s 
time to get serious.” 

He said Edmonton needs 
a mayor to make sure it’s 
heard. 

“It needs someone who 
will speak up when we are 
being ignored or taken for 
granted.

Digestion 


Waste-energy 
facility gets 
$10M in funding 

Edmonton got a $10 milhon 
boost to a new waste-disposal 
facihty that will create com¬ 
post, electricity and heat. 

The Climate Change and 
Emissions Management 
Corporation, an independent 


provincial agency, announced 
the funding for the Anaerobic 
Digestion Facihty Thursday. 

The corporation collects 
revenues from Alberta’s 
carbon tax on larger emitters 
and re-invests them in pro¬ 
jects that lower greenhouse 
gases. 

Christian Felske, a tech¬ 
nical speciahst with the city, 
said the new facihty would 
add to the waste the city 
diverts from landfills. 


“The biodegradable organ¬ 
ics are broken down and as 
a result bio gas is generated, 
which can be utihzed to 
generate power and heat,” 
he said. 

The plant is expected to 
take in up to 40,000 tonnes 
of waste per year and is 
expected to generate 1.6 
megawatts. It’s expected to 
be up and running sometime 
in 2015.

Question from Don Iveson 
for Karen Leibovici: 

Q: Please describe your 
LRT voting track record on 
route planning and fund¬ 
ing decisions? 

A: I have long been sup¬ 
portive of developing rapid 
transit and LRT for Edmon¬ 
tonians. I have questioned 
and challenged when I felt 
routes or funding needed to 
be reviewed. In 2004, I was 
part of a council that sup¬ 
ported looking at Bus Rapid 
Transit (BRT) as a solution to 
helping people move about 
our city. 

I, as mayor, will work 
closely with the community 
and administration as well 
as work with our provincial 
and federal partners to se¬ 
cure all the needed funding 
to get this done.

LitFest livens up 
the written word 



If you’re seeking a good res¬ 
taurant there’s Urban Spoon. 
A competent plumber? Yelp it. 
But what about a quality mayor 
and coimcillor? 

An organization and site, 
ActivED, has taken the hassle 
out of choosing between the 
candidates for you, so long as 
you agree to their six-point pro¬ 
gressiveness definition. 

So if sustainable transpor¬ 
tation and development, food 
security, social equity, compre¬ 
hensive community consulta¬ 
tion, campaign finance reform 
and keeping private companies 
the heU away of pubhc infra¬ 
structure are your standpoints, 
then ActiveED has got a mayor 
and 12 councillors for you. 

Actually, a mayor and nine 
coimcillors. Explains founder 
Aliza Dadani: “We wanted to 
advocate the one candidate that 
aligns with our vision.” 

The key word is ahgns, and 
according to the five yoimg or¬ 
ganizers, aU of whom are under 
31, there are three wards that 
don’t have a single candidate 
who meets their definition of 
progressive. 

In Ward 4, which only has 
two in the running, incumbent 
Ed Gibbons, who was instru¬ 
mental in giving up the north¬ 
east farmlands for develop¬ 
ment, and his challenger Sam 
Hachem, who is too fiscally 
conservative to support, both 
don’t get a vote. 

Ward 9 has a single candi¬ 
date, Coim. Biyan Anderson, 
who meets the criteria for sus¬ 
tainable transportation, but 
misses on food security, sprawl 
and especially equity, given that 
he recently made insensitive re¬ 


marks about poor people who 
might find affordable housing 
in TerwiUiger. 

Ward 11 is more complex. 

ActiveED wanted to back 
Sonia Bitar, an incredibly ac¬ 
complished and influential 
person in women’s rights and 
wellness, but she refused to 
publish her policies or have a 
pohcy talk. That aside, the non¬ 
endorsement statement online 
reads bice an endorsement. 

Other candidates were dis¬ 
missed by ActiveED because 
they weren’t likely to win. 
“Strategic voting often gets a 
bad rap,” explains Dadani. En¬ 
dorsing someone who isn’t or¬ 
ganized or stands httie chance 
“doesn’t make sense.” 

ActiveED no doubt can help 
curb voter apathy in young 
people, whose voter turnout 
rarely tops 40 per cent in mu¬ 
nicipal elections. But it also 
enables another vice, replacing 
critical thought for easy an¬ 
swers. ActiveED simply doesn’t 
weigh the endorsed candidates 
against their opponents. 

In fact it doesn’t even men¬ 
tion the challengers, a blatant 
contradiction with one of its 
key issues: comprehensive con¬ 
sultation. “We wanted to be ex¬ 
tremely overt with who we felt 
served the purposes of young 
people,” says Dadani. 

There are other excellent 
sites to weigh yom options 
such as the Local Good, she 
explains. ActiveED’s goal was 
comprehensive research, not 
just Q&As, but analysis of their 
backgrounds, records and asso¬ 
ciations. 

And, to their credit, their 
methodology is explained. 
ActiveED may not have the per¬ 
fect rubric and system, but with 
nearly 80 candidates all espous¬ 
ing almost identical concerns 
with little nuance, one can 
learn from their approach.

Munro ^surprised* and 
delighted by Nobel win 


'Quite wonderful.’ 

Reclusive 82-year-old 
short-story writer only 
the 13th woman to 
win the literature prize 


Book lovers around the globe 
celebrated Alice Munro’s spare, 
elegant prose on Thursday 
when the Ontario-bom au¬ 
thor won the Nobel Prize for 
hterature, but the reclusive 
short-stoiy writer was typically 
succinct and humble in her re¬ 
action to the honour, calling it 
“quite wonderful.” 

“At this moment I can’t be- 
heve it. It’s reaUy veiy wonder¬ 
ful,” Munro said just moments 
after the announcement was 
made in Stockholm. 

“I knew I was in the run¬ 
ning, yes, but I never thought I 


would win.” She added that she 
was dehghted and “just terribly 
surprised.” 

In making the announce¬ 
ment, the Swedish Academy 
lauded the 82-year-old as a 
“master of the contemporaiy 
short stoiy.” Munro becomes 
the noth Nobel laureate in 
hterature and only the 13th 
woman to receive the distinc¬ 
tion. 

Reaction to those who 
have been touched by 
her work was swift and 
rapturous. 

Ontario Premier Kathleen 
Wynne cited Munro’s Lives 
of Girls and Women as a fa- 
voruite, adding she is “part 
of a lucky population who 
has been forever changed 
by (Munro’s) unparaUeled 
abihty to articulate the com¬ 
plexity and heartbreaks of 
eveiyday life.” the Canadian press

Egypt’s foreign ministiy said 
Thursday a travel ban has 
been lifted for two Canadians 
who were barred from leav¬ 
ing Egypt following several 
weeks of imprisonment. 

Badr Abdel-Atty, Egypt’s 
foreign ministiy spokesman, 
said the pair has been cleared 
to leave Egypt “within hours.” 

“The prosecutor general 
has informed us that they are 
free to leave the countiy after 
the accusations against them 
were dropped,” Abdel-Atty 
said, adding that the prosecu¬ 
tor has ended the interroga¬ 
tion with the Canadians and 
has decided to cross their 
name out from the list of 
those banned from travelling. 

He said instructions have

Former politician 
given 18 years in 
sex-abuse case 

A former municipal poht- 
ician and youth worker in 
Saint John, N.B., abused his 
position of trust to sexually 
abuse and make porno¬ 
graphic images of boys for 
12 years, a provincial court 
judge said Thursday as he 
sentenced Donnie Snook to 
an 18-year prison term. 


Snook, who pleaded 
guilty in May to 46 charges 
including sexual assault and 
possessing, distributing and 
making child pornography, 
showed no emotion as he 
was led away in handcuffs. 

His crimes, which began 
in Januaiy 2001 and went 
on until his arrest in Janu¬ 
aiy of this year, involved 17 
boys, most of whom were 
from the Saint John area 
and between the ages of 
five and 15 at the time of 
the offences.

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Sugar rage. N.Y.C. Mayor 
Bloomberg pulled into 
Mexico soda-tax fight 


New York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg’s name has been 
drawn into the debate over 
a proposed eight-cent (one 
peso) per-litre tax on soft 
drinks to fund weight-control 
efforts in Mexico, which now 
has higher obesity rates than 
the United States. 

Mexican President Enrique 
Pena Nieto’s proposal to raise 
$950 million from the soda 
tax has drawn the beverage in- 
dustiy’s wrath in the countiy 
with the world’s highest year¬ 
ly soda consumption; the aver¬ 
age Mexican consumes 163 
litres of soft drinks annually. 

Soft-drink bottlers, retail¬ 
ers and sugar growers have 
purchased ads opposing the 
measure. The government 
wants to use tax income to 
install water fountains in 



schools, most of which don’t 
have them. 

Some ads target Bloom¬ 
berg, who unsuccessfully 
backed a state tax on soft 
drinks and then a ban on 
large sodas in New York City. 
Bloomberg’s charity has con¬ 
tributed to Mexican pro-tax 
groups.

Herbal lies 


Herbal products 
don’t always 
contain whafson 
the label: Study 

When scientists from 
the University of Guelph 
scoured the DNA in a num¬ 
ber of herbal products, they 
found that many times the 
labels on the merchandise 
didn’t accurately reflect 
what was in the container. 

Some products contained 
flllers such as wheat or rice 
that were not listed on the 
label. 


Some were contaminated 
with other plant species 
that could have caused 
toxicity or triggered allergic 
reactions. And still others 
contained no trace of the 
substance the bottle pur¬ 
ported to contain. 

“It says gingko biloba ... 
and we didn’t And any ging¬ 
ko DNA at all in the bottle,” 
said Steve Newmaster, an 
integrative biolo^ profes¬ 
sor at the university who 
was the first author on the 
paper. 

In fact, about a third of 
the 44 products tested were 
instances of product substi¬ 
tution.

New Stone Age 
diet discovery 


Scientific analysis. 

The bodies were 
extracted from an 
archeological site in 
western Germany 


By breaking down bones 
dug out of a German cave, a 
cutting-edge Canadian lab¬ 
oratory has made the puz¬ 
zling discoveiy that some 
Stone Age Europeans stuck to 
a hunter-gatherer diet 2,000 
years after their neighbours 
took up farming. 

Agriculture first appeared 
around 8,500 BC in present- 
day Syria and Turkey. Based 
on archeological sites scat¬ 
tered across Europe, many 
scientists have assumed that 
communities there abruptly 
stopped foraging for food 
starting around 3,000 years 
later when farming began to 
be introduced by peoples mi¬ 
grating from the east. 

“It’s within one or two 
generations that all people 
in the area adopt the new 
lifestyle,” says Olaf Nehlich, 
a researcher at the University 
of British Columbia who co¬ 
authored the new research. 

But isotope analysis at 
a UBC lab of ancient bones 
from a cave in Germany re¬ 


vealed dietaiy signatures that 
told a different stoiy. 

“What we have here ... 
is a unique situation where 
we have one group stick¬ 
ing around side by side with 
farming people for more 
than a thousand years,” says 
Nehlich — 50 generations or 
more. 

The discovery raises the 
question of whether the re¬ 
mains of other holdout hunt¬ 
er-gatherer communities are 
waiting to be discovered by 
archeologists — and by exten¬ 
sion, whether agriculture was 
really an innovation so at¬ 
tractive that it swept ancient 
peoples by storm. 

The scientists analyzed 
bones from 29 individuals 
that were extracted from the 
Blaetterhoehle archeological 
site in western Germany. 

Blaetterhoehle is a long, 
skinny cave that holds the 
jumbled remains of humans 
that lived in the middle and 
end of the Stone Age, ranging 
from 9,000 to 3,000 years ago. 

The lab at UBC was able to 
analyze nitrogen, carbon, and 
sulfur isotopes in the teeth 
and other bones, a breadth of 
analysis only offered by a few 
other labs worldwide. 

Isotope analysis can show 
what kind of diet those hu¬ 
mans adopted.

Four former U.S. govern¬ 
ment officials who met with 
former National Security 
Agency systems analyst Ed¬ 
ward Snowden said Thursday 
that he is adjusting to life 
in Russia and expresses no 
regrets about leaking highly 
classified information. Sep¬ 
arately, Snowden’s father ar¬ 
rived to see his son. 

The Americans, who 
once worked for the CIA, 
FBI, Justice Department and 
NSA, have criticized the U.S. 
government and exposed 
what they believed was 
wrongdoing in the security 
agencies. All supporters of 
Snowden, they are the first 


Americans known to have 
met with him since he was 
granted asylum in Russia in 
August. 

In interviews with The As¬ 
sociated Press, they described 
spending the previous even¬ 
ing with Snowden to present 
him with an award given an¬ 
nually by a group of retired 
national security officers. 

“He spoke about going 
out and about and getting 
to understand Russia and its 
culture and the people,” said 
Thomas Drake, who started 
working for the NSA in 2001 
and disclosed an electronic 
espionage program that 
he saw as invasive. “This is 
where he lives now, and so 
where you live is your home.” 

Snowden’s father, Lon, 
did not say when or where he 
would meet his 30-year-old 
son, but expressed optimism 
about his situation. 

“He’s safe and he’s free, 
and that’s a good thing,” Lon 
Snowden said shortly after 
he arrived in Moscow.

It’s been nearly four weeks 
since a contractor accidentally 
knocked out power to a Surrey, 
B.C., trailer park, and longtime 
resident Stephen Chalmers says 
eveiy day is more miserable 
than the last. 

He says surviving the chilly 
nights in his leaky 1989 trailer 
has pushed him from a fragile 
state into a deep depression. 

“I phoned my sister yester¬ 
day and I told my sister that 
I didn’t know if I could con¬ 
tinue,” he said on Wednesday, 
choking on tears. “My family 
don’t quit, but I’m ready to 
quit. I don’t have money. I don’t 
have a roof or a place because 
this hunk of junk.” 

NDP MLA Sue Hammell 
toured the Beladean Motel and 
Trailer Park, where seven or so

residents still live, and said the 
conditions are heartbreaking. 
Not only is the power out and 
the generator service unreli¬ 
able, but someone has cut the 
phone hnes and a water pipe 
“The pipe that dehvered 
their water was cut, and it did 
not appear to be cut by the ex¬ 
cavation, it appeared to be cut 
by other people, scrormgers 
probably tiying to get metal 
or cable,” she said, adding the 
tenants fixed the water pipe 


themselves. 

WorkSafeBC found ovmer 
K.B. Properties failed to hire a 
health and safety co-ordinator 
for demolition of the motel, 
resulting in unsafe asbestos re¬ 
moval and the power outage. 

Jas Rehal, manager of bylaw 


enforcement, said the city has 
had to issue three orders to re¬ 
store power after the company 
brought in insufficient gener¬ 
ators and gas. 

As of Tliursday, the property 
was hsted online as vacant land 
for sale for $3.9 million, despite 


the fact people stiU hve there. 

Vancouver Eviction Services 
president Stephano Muzzatti, 
who was hired by K.B. Proper¬ 
ties to evict some of the resi¬ 
dents, told Metro he was “irate” 
when he learned of the state 
of the park. On Thursday, he 


threatened to resign unless the 
ovmers provide an industrial 
generator and a security guard 
to stop looters and vandals. 

Reached by phone Thurs¬ 
day, Roshan Arora, who is the 
property ovmer’s brother and 
representative, said he was out 
shopping for an industrial gen¬ 
erator as requested. 

“After a couple of days, 
things will be OK,” he said, 
when asked when the power 
would be restored. 

That is no comfort to Chal¬ 
mers, who is on disability due 
to mental health issues and is a 
recovering crack addict, clean 
for five years. His one com¬ 
fort, his dog Spaghetti, is with 
a friend so she doesn’t drink 
water leaking from his ceihng.

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Divorce, or 
else: Rabbis 
arrested in 
torture plot 



New Jersey. Two 

rabbis and eight 
other men arrested in 
alleged plot to force 
unwilling husband to 
give wife divorce 


Two orthodox rabbis and 
eight other men were ar¬ 
rested in an FBI undercover 
sting in New Jersey and New 
York on charges they plotted 
to kidnap and torture a man 
to force him to grant a reli¬ 
gious divorce. 

Rabbis Mendel Epstein 
and Martin Wolmark charged 
Jewish women and their fam¬ 
ilies thousands of dollars to 
obtain religious divorces, 
known as “gets,” from unwill¬ 
ing husbands, the FBI said. 

“They didn’t do it out of 
religious conviction,” Assist¬ 
ant U.S. Attorney Joseph Grib- 
ko told a judge Thursday in a 
federal court hearing for the 
men. “They did it for money.” 

Marc Agnifilo, a lawyer for 
Wolmark, said it’s possibly a 
case where religious law col¬ 
lides with federal statutes. 

“It’s a very complex case. 
The government says it’s 
all about money, but I don’t 


think that’s quite right,” 
Agnifilo said, describing coer¬ 
cion and even violence to get 
husbands to grant religious 
divorces as “an old tradition.” 

Two FBI agents, one pos¬ 
ing as a woman tiying to get a 
divorce, contacted the rabbis. 
According to an FBI com¬ 
plaint, Epstein spoke about 
forcing husbands to com¬ 
ply with a divorce through 
“tough guys” who use electric 
cattle prods and even place 
plastic bags over their heads. 

A prosecutor said that the 
group involved in the alleged 
plot had been involved in up 
to 20 kidnappings over the 
years, the associated press

It’s also not clear how 
many 911 calls are made in 
Canada each year which the 
report called “unacceptable.” 

The location of mobile 
phone callers isn’t always 
provided to 911 services and 
when it is provided, it can 
be an approximation to the 
closest cellphone tower, the 
report said Thursday. 

“Simply put, if they do 
not know where you are, 
they do not know where to 
send help,” the report said.

LezleyZwaal: 

Emotional warmth

When Lezley Zwaal saw TV 
news reports about a suicide 
bombing that killed a Can¬ 
adian diplomat and injured 
three in 2006, all she could 
think was that those sol¬ 
diers needed a quilt. 

Little did the then stay-at- 
home mom and avid quilter 
know, but that idea would 
lead to a Canada-wide oper¬ 
ation of love called Quilts of 
Valour. 

“Those first calls I made 
led me to meet those in¬ 
jured men at U of A hospi¬ 
tal,” said Zwaal, who over¬ 
sees the now seven-year-old 
program that has given one- 
of-a-kind handmade quilts 
to 4,100 soldiers and vets 
from coast to coast to coast. 
Each quilt is made entirely 
with volunteer labour and 
materials. 

“I remember a medic 
in his 20s with his legs re¬ 


moved, and thinking, ‘He’s 
young enough to be my 
son.’ That was the moment 

— I went straight home and 
got the ball rolling.” 

Retired Capt. Bruce 
Cleveland, who received a 
Quilt of Valour after his year 
in Afghanistan, said it’s the 
perfect size for his lap and 
is coloured with shades of 
military purples. 

“I’m humbled to have re¬ 
ceived one,” Cleveland said. 
“It’s an emotional warmth 

— a quiet reflection for us 
soldiers. It’s hard to put into 
words the magnitude of 
what it means to get one.” 

Zwaal said her children, 
in their 20s, and high school 
sweetheart husband are in¬ 
credibly supportive of the 
hobby and passion that 
took over much of her life 

— well, at least much of the 
space in her house. 

“My husband built a 
new attached garage on 
our home and created 
a quilting room on the 


upper level,” she said. 
“He helps me with all my 
quilting adventures.” 

Though she has no con¬ 
nection to the military, 
Zwaal said she makes quilts 
and organizes distribu¬ 
tion with contacts across 
the country simply to say 
thanks to our armed forces. 

Quilts of Valour Canada 
also led her to offering oc¬ 
casional quilting sessions at 
a city women’s prison, and 
to a job at the U of A help¬ 
ing to create a commemora¬ 
tive quilt for the faculty of 
rehabilitation medicine and 
the Canadian Military and 
Veteran’s Rehabilitation Re¬ 
search Program. 

“I know Quilts of Valour 
wouldn’t have happened 
if others didn’t come on 
board,” Zwaal said. “It’s 
wonderful to see it become 
a society with charitable 
status, but now sometimes 
I feel like I’m hanging onto 
the caboose as the train 
goes by. It’s still my baby.”

Richard: Mark, I don’t 
think it’s fair to charge 
audiences full price for 
screenings of Captain Phil¬ 
lips. While watching this 
1 was reminded of the old 
Monster Trucks ads that 
bellowed, “You pay for the 
whole seat but you’ll only 
need the edge!” Director 
Paul Greengrass is a master 
of action who does a great 
job of portraying the vast¬ 
ness of the ocean and the 
isolation of the ship and its 


crew. 1 was dangling off the 
front of my seat from about 
the 30 minute mark. You? 

Mark: Yes, in fact 1 was 
so on edge 1 have a slice- 
mark across my butt. 1 
was so grateful the movie 
doesn’t waste a lot of time 
going into the backstories 
of the crew. The pirates ar¬ 
rive quickly and brutally. 1 
was worried we’d have to 
endure a lot of bleeding 
heart nonsense about the 
pirates and their “point of 
view.” But that is kept to a 
minimum and the bad guys 
get to be bad guys and Tom 
Hanks, once again, can be a 
saint among men. 

RC: 1 thought Hanks was ter¬ 
rific here. He is saintly, but 


he’s also heroic and stoic. 
1 think it might have been 
easy to overplay this role but 
he keeps it subdued for the 
most part. (SPOILER ALERT) 
It’s only in the film’s final 
moments, when the ordeal 
is over, that Hanks really un¬ 
loads with the kind of raw 
and shell shocked reaction 
that the Academy is going to 
love. 

MB: The Academy may also 
love the Somali pirate cap¬ 
tain, Barkhad Abdi, who 
goes toe to toe with Hanks 
through the whole movie. 
1 haven’t seen such a scary, 
haunting face since the days 
of German Expressionist cin¬ 
ema! The movie is riveting, 
but it isn’t surprising. There’s 
only one way this movie can 


end and it should be obvious 
halfway through. That having 
been said, 1 have no finger¬ 
nails left. 

RG: Abdi is great. This is an 
action movie and as written 
he is primarily a plot device 
to keep the action moving 
forward, but despite an 
underwritten part he brings 
some humanity to the vil¬ 
lain role. His explanation 
for his way of life, that he 
is a victim of limited oppor¬ 
tunity and not a bad man, 
helps place his actions in 
context. 

MB: Greengrass has passed 
this way before, in United 
93. But this is a lesser known 
story, so it’s easier to tense up 
and enjoy it. 
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A show by Family Productions Inc. 
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Mother knows best, so they say, but the truth is there’s only a delicately placed ‘S' separating ‘mother’ from ‘smother’. With the remake of Stephen King’s Carrie 
on the horizon, Metro opted to use poor Carrie White (Chloe Grace-Moretz in the new version) and her operatically toxic relationship with her wild-eyed monster 
of a mom Margaret( Julianne Moore) as the inspiration for a brief list of other great cataclysmic mother/child relationships in filmed entertainment.

It’s remarkable that even with 
this big of an ensemble you 
still get a chance to make 
your impact.

It’s 
very embarrassing, and 
I think for someone like 
Mistress Epps, I don’t think 
she is a deeply complicated 
person. I’m not saying she’s 
dumb, but I don’t think she 
is emotionally or psycho¬ 
logically savvy. So instead I 
think she just went the only 
way she knows how, which 
is in my mind kind of like 
the way an animal defends 
its turf.

Bestselling author Wilbur 
Smith started his adventures 
at a young age: He was just 
13 years old when he shot 
three lions in self-defense. “It 
was me or them,” Smith told 
Metro. The young Smith was 
home alone on his father’s 
ranch in Northern Rhodesia, 
now known as Zambia, when 
he heard lions attacking his 
father’s cattle outside. 

“I knew if I let them get 
away with it, my father 
wouldn’t let me get away 
with it,” he said. When he 
stepped out with his father’s 
rifle to shoo them off, the 
lions charged at him, one 
after another, and he was 
forced 


to shoot. 

Smith, visiting New York 
from his home in London, re¬ 
called the memory over tea 
at a Midtown cafe. He was 
in New York to promote his 
latest novel. Vicious Circle. 

His wife, Mokhiniso 
“Niso” Smith, interjected, “I 
have a photo of you with the 
lions.” Her husband frowned 
for a moment and then said.

• Though Smith's $23 mil¬ 
lion, six-book deal with 
HarperCollins states that 
he can use co-authors, 
he said he wants to 
continue writing his 
books himself for as long 
as possible. He also said 
he plans to live to 100 
years old, and after four 
marriages and 50 years 
of writing books, he 
has more than enough 
material to inspire his 
writing until then. 


“Oh, no, that was another 
time. I was only six then.” 
Niso threw up her hands 
and shrugged: “I can’t keep 
track.” 

Smith continued, “We 
were camping and the lions 
attacked a man sleeping 
outside our tents.

Out of Africa 

Smith’s new book Vicious 
Circle hits stores in the U.S. 
on Oct. 8 and it chronicles 
protagonist Hector Cross’ 
fight to avenge his wife’s 
murder; Cross, like Smith, 
also grew up on a ranch in 
Africa. Smith lived on his 


father’s ranch in Northern 
Rhodesia until he left for 
boarding school in South Af¬ 
rica. Until then. Smith grew 
up with the village boys and 
learned how to speak their 
language and hunt. He would 
bike down to the village 
after breakfast and do “awful 
things” with the other boys: 
They stole birds eggs from 
nests, caught fish in the riv¬ 
er and grabbed wild honey 
from the trees. “We would 
get stung to pieces,” he said. 

When he left for board¬ 
ing school, he found himself 
bound by rules and rigid 
schedules, but he discovered 
his love for writing. 

“The only thing I excelled 
at in school was English lan¬ 
guage and essay writing,” said 
Smith. 

“I told my father I wanted 
to be a journalist and he said, 
‘You’ll starve to death: Get a 
real job.’” Smith worked as 
an accountant but still wrote 
on the side; he wrote his first 
book at the age of 28 and un¬ 
successfully tried to publish 
it. But at 30, he published 
When the Lion Feeds, which 
was met with huge commer¬ 
cial success, and he hasn’t 
looked back since that mo¬ 
ment. 

“Writing has brought me 
a great life,” he smiled. Smith 
owns three homes: one in 
Cape Town, one in London 
and one in Switzerland. He 
spoke wistfully of the island 
off the Seychelles he used to 
own. “It turned out Niso had a 
coral allergy, so we had to sell 
the coral island,” he laughed. 
“Well darling, it took you sev¬ 
en years,” his wife hit back.

Vanilla Ice goes old school 



Unlikely pairings. The 

rapper-renovator heads 
to rural Ohio to learn 
from Amish craftsmen, 
and finds they’ve got 
great MacGyver skills 


What could a flashy, Florida- 
based pop icon share in com¬ 
mon with members of a tight- 
knit religious sect in rural 
Ohio? Well, a passion for 
craftsmanship for starters — 
but not of the musical variety. 

Rob Van Winkle, better 
loiown as Vanilla Ice, catapirlted 
to fame with his ’90s smash hit 
Ice Ice Baby, the first rap single 
to top the Billboard Hot 100. 
More recently, he’s been chart¬ 
ing success in the renovation 
realm by purchasing, remodel¬ 
ling and selling homes, not to 
mention documenting renos 
on The Vanilla Ice Project. 

In Vanilla Ice Goes Amish, 
which premieres Sunday at 
10 p.m. on DIY Network, Van 
Wirikle heads to Holmes Coim- 
ty, Ohio — the largest Amish 
settlement in the U.S. — to 
learn from master craftsmen 
and to fully immerse himself 
in the Amish way of life free of 
modem conveniences. 

“I wasn’t sure what to ex¬ 
pect because I know that they 
build furniture and stuff like 
that, but I didn’t know much 
beyond that,” admitted the af¬ 
fable Van Winkle during a re 
cent press day in Toronto. 

“And so, when I get there, 
I see that they really ... pride 
themselves on craftsmanship 
and their abilities and their 
skills. They’ll build an3^hing 
you want. They have great Mac¬ 
Gyver skills. That’s what we call 
them back at the lab back in 
Florida,” he added, a reference 
to the ’80s TV character who 
could make inventive items out 
of everyday materials. 


“We say: ‘There’s no real 
mle book on how you’re going 
to fix that. You can do it with 
mortar, you can do it 10 differ¬ 
ent ways, but you’ve got to fix it, 
so let’s see how good your real 
carpentry skills are.’ The good 
ones that have been around for 
a while, they’ll figirre out a way 
to make that work, whether it’s 
a comer or whether it’s holding 
up a beam.” 

Once the idea for Vanilla 
Ice Goes Amish was cemented 
with the network, making in¬ 
itial arrangements to film re¬ 
quired extraordinary measirres. 

“You can’t send a fax. You 
can’t send an email. You can’t 
send a tweet, a text, a Vine 
(video), a nothing,” Van Winkle 
said, noting that a representa¬ 
tive flew to Ohio and drove two- 
and-a-half hours to meet with 
community members. 

“He didn’t even know if

they knew who Vanilla Ice 
was. And they did, they lorew. 
They’d heard of Vanilla Ice. It 
was pretty cool,” Van Winkle 
recalled. 


In the series debut. Van 
Winkle works with a constmc- 
tion crew to transform a dated 
kitchen into a state-of-theart 
space. But he quickly learns of 
the challenges of canying out 
routine tasks, like requiring 
permission from the church 
bishop to use electricity or 
power tools. 

“When we’re doing (work 
for) the Amish folks, you have 
to consider that there’s no 
electricity. So your backsplash, 
you don’t have to worry about 
putting a bunch of outlets (in). 
There won’t be any lights, there 
won’t be any fixtures, under¬ 
counter hghts or anything.” 

Van Winlde also brought his 
own design influence to help 
many traditional workman¬ 
ship with modem finesse, lilce 
a double ogee edge on granite 
countertops.

Tis the season for all things 
that creep, crawl and go 
bump in the night, and if 
your TV Guide is any indica¬ 
tion, it’s also the year for it. 

There’s been a noticeable 
shift in the medium — where 
horror used to lurk almost en¬ 
tirely at the box ofiice, we’re 
seeing a large influx of spooky, 
scaiy and sometimes down¬ 
right disturbing programs on 
television. 

From long-running shows 
hke Dexter (R.I.P.) to newer 
fright fests like American 
Horror Stoiy (its third season 
premiered Wednesday), Bates 
Motel and Hannibal, there’s no 
denying that viewers have de¬ 
veloped an appetite for TV with 


darker inclinations. 

This begs the question: Why 
do we love to be scared? And 
why now, seemingly more than 
ever? The world is a scary place, 
and the truth is too often more 
disturbing than fiction. So how 
is it that there’s an expanding 
market for fictional shows de¬ 
signed to horrify? 

According to Dr. Robert 
Kraft, a psychology professor 


at Otterbein University, this in¬ 
clination for frightening tales is 
innately human. 

“The world has always 
been a scaiy place and people 
have always enjoyed terrifying 
stories — from the myths of 
ancient Greece through ... con- 
temporaiy stories of horror in 
film and on television,” he says. 

However, he agrees that 
there’s been a shift as of late. 


“One change has been the 
increasingly realistic depiction 
of graphic violence. More than 
half a centuiy ago, the famous 
shower scene in Hitchcock’s 
Psycho never showed the vic¬ 
tim getting stabbed. Today, that 
scene would be shot with mul¬ 
tiple goiy close-ups of the actual 
stabbing. Another change has 
been the migration of graphic, 
violent stories from the movies

to television,” he says. 

Even shows not expressly de¬ 
signed to be scaiy (dramas like 
Breaking Bad or new FX crime 
thriller The Bridge) depict gore 
and violence that would have 
been deemed unairable not so 
long ago. Meanwhile, shows 
like Griminal Minds allow view¬ 
ers a chilling peek inside the 
psyches of psychopaths and 
serial killers. 

And, in a time when what 
we see on the news should be 
scaiy enough to sate anyone’s 
need for that kind of voyeur¬ 
ism, we seem to be seeking it 
out more than ever. 

“People watch disturbing, 
gory shows for the excitement, 
the vicarious experience of vio¬ 
lence, the strong emotions and 
the ultimate resolution of the 


conflicts,” says Kraft. “Many fol¬ 
low a famihar trajectoiy that al¬ 
lows people to be scared wtule 
also knowing that there will be 
a clear resolution.” 

In other words, we watch 
because it allows us to channel 
our real world fears into a com¬ 
partmentalized, manageable 
form of entertainment. Emmy- 
winning media psychiatrist 
Dr. Garole Lieberman agrees. 
“When the murder and may¬ 
hem on TV is over, we can turn 
it oft" and feel safe,” she says. “It 
gives us a sense of control.” 

So, when we watch some 
form of the bogeyman wreak 
unimaginable horrors on a fic¬ 
tional victim, then we oddly 
enough feel safer. 

Kevin Howley, a media stud¬ 
ies professor, sums it up. “These 
shows offer viewers a vehicle to 
explore the dark side in relative 
safety and security,” he says. 

“In this respect, these pro¬ 
grams are part of a longer 
storytelling tradition — think 
Grimm’s faiiy tales, for in¬ 
stance — that help explain 
the world, a sometimes dark 
and scaiy place, and do so in a 
thoroughly engrossing and en¬ 
lightening fashion.”

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Talking turkey — 
giblets and all 


Feast. Some simple 
but essential tips for 
cooking the perfect 
bird 


One of the most common 
mistakes people make when 
cooking a turkey for the 
first time is forgetting to re¬ 
move the bag of giblets and 
neck that are tucked into 
the cavity of many birds 
when they’re processed. 

“I think that’s one of the 
most common first-time 
turkey stories I’ve heard,” 
says Emily Richards, a 
Guelph, Ont.-based profes¬ 
sional home economist. 

“And it’s something that 
some recipes might not in¬ 
clude because (of the) as¬ 
sumption that if you’ve 
seen someone make a tur¬ 
key, you know.” 

Richards rinses the gib¬ 
lets and neck and boils 
them in water while the big 
bird is cooking, then uses 
the liquid to make flavour¬ 
ful gravy. 

“If you don’t want to deal 
with the giblets, the utility 
turkeys tend to not have the 
giblet bags,” she explains. 

“The tip of the wing 
might be snipped off or 
there might be a little punc¬ 
ture in the skin. There’s 
absolutely nothing wrong 
with the turkey.” 

Another common error 
Richards points to is dry 
meat as a result of over¬ 
cooking. The best remedy

is to insert an instant-read 
thermometer in the thigh 
area where the dark meat is, 
being careful not to touch 
bone. If the bird starts to 
get dark on top before it’s 
cooked, tent it with foil. 

“I like cooking my tur¬ 
key at 325 F (160 C) for the 
whole time, but there’s 
other methods where you 
start at higher heat and 
then turn it down. In the 
end, I find I get a nice gold¬ 
en brown colour at that 
constant temperature,” says 
Richards. 

A fresh herb aficion¬ 
ado, Richards likes to rub 
the turkey skin with a bit 
of canola oil or butter or a 
combination and then rose¬ 
mary and sage. 

Sometimes she’ll brush 
the turkey with an orange 
glaze along with the herb 
rub. 

“Putting a lemon or or¬ 
ange inside the cavity gives 
it a nice little citrus tone as 
well,” she says. 

You can also infuse it

with a ginger flavour by pla¬ 
cing slices of fresh ginger 
in the cavity if you’re not 
stuffing the gobbler. 

“Then there’s people 
that enjoy the plain and 
simple as well — a little salt 
and pepper and oil or butter 
is always nice too.” 

Richards likes to experi¬ 
ment with side dishes and 
extend flavours from one 
dish to another. 

“If I’m using a little bit 
of rosemary in my turkey, I 
like to try to let it appear in 
one of the side dishes that 


I’m having. 

If I’m doing something 
like a squash. I’ll saute some 
garlic and rosemary and 
toss it with maple syrup, so 
to me that’s a nice marriage 
because now the rosemary 
is prevalent in the turkey 
but it’s also coming out a 
little bit in the squash.” 

Holiday meals tend to be 
rich with all the trimmings, 
but turkey itself “is the best 
and leanest protein that 
you’re enjoying,” Richards 
says.

Bears solid on 
both sides of ball, 
Giants still winless 

Jay Cutler and Brandon 
Marshall were simply too 
much to handle. So was 
Tim Jennings. 

Cutler threw two 
touchdown passes to 
Marshall, and Jennings 
had two of the Chicago 
Bears’ three interceptions 
against Eli Manning in 
a 27-21 victory over the 
winless New York Giants 
on Thursday night. 

The Bears (4-2) snapped 
a two-game slide follow¬ 
ing a 3-0 start. New York is 
0-6 for the first time since 
the 1976 team dropped 
its first nine, a stunning 
turn for a franchise that 
won the Super Bowl two 
years ago.

His mother, Debbie, says 
it’s been two months of “liv¬ 
ing heU,” grieving for her 
six-foot-one “baby boy” who 
she watched over at umpteen 
games and practices over the 
years. “He was my full-time 
job,” said Debbie, often fighting 
to speak through tears. “Even 
when he was away at school 
last year ... he lost his phone a 
couple of times because he was 
texting me from class, happy 
about a good mark or some¬ 
thing.” 

The Bedford Minor Hockey 
Association has renamed the 
aimual Oktoberfest hockey 


tournament in Boyd’s honour, 
and his parents will be on hand 
for the opening ceremony Fri¬ 
day evening at the BMO Centre 
in Bedford, N.S. 

Stephen said he wants 
people know who Boyd was — 
a good student considering a 
career in sports medicine, a de¬ 
voted friend and boyfriend who 
loved mugging for the camera, 
a wakeboarding enthusiast and 
health nut who held his nose 
to chug coconut water but 
couldn’t say no to a juicy steak. 

Most telling about Boyd’s 
character are the letters that 
poured in after his death 
from complete strangers tell¬ 
ing about his kindness. One 
woman told them he was the 
only kid who had stuck up for 
her daughter when classmates 
started bullying her. A Bathurst 
mom sent photos of Boyd with 
her young son during Com¬ 
munity Day with the Titan in 
June, the little boy ecstatic over 
scoring a ball hockey goal after 
Boyd made a point of giving 
him the ball. 

“1 don’t watch hockey, but 
1 thought I’m going to watch 
that young man,” wrote the 
grateM mother. 




Awaiting autopsy report

The Boyds say they’re still 
waiting for the autopsy 
report to tell them what 
caused the death of their 
strapping and apparently fit 
young son. 

They say Jordan trained 
aU summer, doing hill 
sprints in the muggy weath¬ 
er, without any symptoms 
of any problems. 

“As far as we knew, he 
was never healthier,” said 
Stephen Boyd. “He went 
through a pretty rigorous 
workout program with a 
trainer tins summer.”
